Indiana Governor Speaks. 

The veterans and the affiliated or- 
ganizations were formally welcomed 
to the city and State at a meeting 
last night. Mayor Charles W. Jewett, 
Gov.

Negroes in Missouri. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
As to our negro population, I challenge 
3 . the leaders of the Republican party to 
show in their domination of any State of 
Our republic since the freedom of the col- 
ored man more than 60 years ago, that 
they have been more liberal and generous 
to the race than hasthe Democratic party 
of Missouri, which has been in control of 
the State of Missouri since 1870. The 
Twenty-sixth General Assembly, of which 
J] was a member, convened in Jefferson 
City on the 4th day of January, 187i—the 
first Democratic Legislature after the 
Civil War and the freedom of the colored 
race. That Assembly passed and put upon 
= | the statute books of the State (in which 
I aided to the best of my ability) a law 
dividing the public school moneys of the 
State per capita with the colored chil- 
dren, a division eminently just. They also 
appropriated $15,000 to the colored col- 
lege which was a private school called 
the Lincoln Institute, located at Jefferson 
City. In 1872 we increased our appro- 
priation to that institution to $25,000. The 
following .year the Democratic Legisla- 
ture, of which I was also a member, took 
-over this institution and made a State 
gs hool of it and appropriated $65,000, and 
it has been maintained ever since by State 
aid. 
There has never been a single law 
passed in the 50 years’ domination of the 
Demooratic party in Missouri in any way 
inimical to the colored race—they have 
been given every right under the law, giv- 
en to a white man, and the power of the 
State has ever been ready to protect them 
ir the full enjoyment of that right. How 
have they been treated in the Republican 
State of Illinois? It ig but a few years 
since the colored people in a city of that 
State (East St. Louis) were shot down 
like mad dogs and their blood reddened 
that soil and their homes were burn 4 
. down upon them. Day after day they av- 
pealed in vain to the Republican Govern- 
ae or of Iilinois, and it was upon Democra jc 
Missouri soil they finally landed to enjoy 
peace and the protection of life and lib- 
erty. They came to this State from IIli- 
neis barefooted and almost penniless, an:2 
the white people (of whom I was one) 
and the colored people opened their 
purses and friendship to them. 

I ask the colored race, that has re- 
celved s0 many benefits from Democratic 
Missouri, whether they have no gratitude 
and wish to repudiate the friendship that 
has been extended to them? And to read

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GOV. COX SLIPS. 

In the list of remedies for profiteering which Gov. 
Cox proposes in his Western campaign are two, at 
‘least, that he will find difficult to reconcile with sound 
democratic principles or to justify from the stand- 
| point of practical statesmanship. 
| In addition to limiting cold storage, marking the 
producer's price and the storage price on goods, which 
ere minor measures, without much importance, he 
favors giving the President a revolving fund for the 
purchase of sugar and other commodities and a law 
licensing and regulating those engaged in interstate 
commerce. 

Does Gov. Cox really think it wise in peace time 
to put the Government permanently into the sugar 


‘business? Does he think it a procedure '!n accord 
'with democratic principles, or that as a practice it 


would be in actual working helpful to the public? 
With the Government as a competitor in the sugar 
market the whole business would inevitably drift into 
Government hands; that is to say, into the hands 
of Government officers and agents, who are about as 
competent to handle the sugar business of this coun- 


try as a high-school boy. If he believes that a Gov- 
ernment agent can better serve the people than 


trained business men, Gov. Cox has more faith in the 
two-by-fours of Washington official life than we 
have. In what tenet of the Democratic party does the 
Governor find warrant for putting the Government 
into business as a permanent policy in times of peace? 

But worse than this, from both a democratic and 
practical standpoint, is the proposal to license and 
regulate all interstate commerce business. This would 
mean licensing and regulating all big business and 
the bulk of the business of the country. This is a/ 
task to set for a Washington bureau. What a gigantic 
bureau! What power it would have over the business 
of the country! What capacity it would require of the 
superman who would regulate in Washington the 
methods and prices of steel, shoes, lumber, food and 
all the vast productive and commercial interests that 
deal in' the great necessaries of life, industry and com- 
merce. Where would the Government find the man 
capable of running the business of the country? 

What would be the effect on business? What the 
effect on Government of the regulation under license 
of all business dealing with interstate commerce? 
Either the Government would actually control and 
practically kill business or business would control 
and in the end kill Government, at least, the type of 
government we now have. The scheme is a reminder 
of the Wickersham-Roosevelt plan of control of big 
business by Washington, which would result in a sort 
of partnership between Government and business, 
with the inevitable result that big business would 
control Washington and then, God help the plain peo- 
ple. It would be worth millions for business to name 
the head of the licensing and regulating bureau and 
to control his price fixing. 

But the whole proposal is a sort of half-baked So- 
cialism, worse in its working out than thorough- 
going Socialism, because in the end, instead of the 
Government regulating business, business would reg- 
ulate Government. 

Gov. Cox ought to know that the great menaces to 
fair business and reasonable prices in peace are privi- 
lege and combination and that the remedy for evils 
in a democracy is the destruction of privilege, the 
prevention of combination and the punishment under 
effective laws of those who, by combination or law 
violation, exploit and plunder the people. 

Apparently, Gov. Cox is overmuch influenced by the 
atmosphere of nonpartisan leaguism and Johnsonism. 
He forgets that the function of government under 
democratic principles is to compel fair dealing by 
law and keep its hands off of legitimate business. He 
forgets his own promise to remove all war restric- 
tions and to free business from Government regula- 
tions and interference. 

If he would attack privilege, which Senator Hard- 
ing proposes to restore, and pledge the destruction 
and prevention of all privilege and combination, but 
preserve the freedom of legitimate business, he would 
do a great service. In the League of Nations and in 
defense of sound principles of free government, the 
Governor has a splendid field of battle, without 
ranging into the wilderness of governmental vagaries 
whete the wild asses’ colts of paternalism and So- 
clalism romp and bray. 
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THE COWARDICE OF CONGRESS. 

Senator Reed Smoot, in a speech to the Rotary Club 
of Honolulu, declared that “moral cowardice is one 
of the crowning evils of Congress.” The average 
Congressman, he said, was concerned, primarily, with 
holding his job, and, accordingly, sought to get on 
the popular side of every question instead of voting 
his convictions. 

This harsh judgment has often been pronounced 
upon Congress from the outside, but this is the first 
time, so far as we know, that the indictment has been 
returned against that body by one of its own mem- 
bers. In the brief report of the Utah Senator's speech 
no examples of this congressional cowardice were 
given, but such instances have been numerowg, And 
they are bound to multiply. The timidity that yields 
to threats simply invites the bullying of special in- 
terests. The Congressman who is ready to advocate 
or oppose any measure, vote for or against anything, 
in order to retain his seat, pleads in vain for sym- 
pathy when his sordid character is exposed. 

“If the men who speak one way and act another,”’ 
said Mr. Smoot, “could be made to act honestly, if 


we could get Congress to vote as Congress really 


thinks, the country would be all right.” Ultimately, 
of course, the remedy rests with the people. When- 
ever the peaple elect Congressmen who would rather 
be right than be Congressmen, the spectacle of a Con- 
gress cowering under the lash of greed or fanaticism 
will be seen no more. 
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THE IMPORTANT ISSUB. ° 

Arthur M. Hyde, head of the Republican State ticket, 
makes a terrific attack on election dishonesty in 
Kansas City. 

He specifically charges that 35 persons were ,reg~- 
istered from a Turkish bath house in that city and 
478 from two lodging houses. He quotes from affi- 
davits by W. P. Sheets, who says that he voted 47 
times in a recent election, receiving $106 therefor, 
and by T. H. Marten, who says that he was one of 40 
mien who voted 37 times in the same election. In 
the Fourteenth Precinct of the First Ward Mr. Hyde 
says a count by five watchers showed that only 204 
persons entered the polls on election day and yet the 
returns showed 474 straight Democratic ballots and 
14 Republican ballots. 

These charges relate to the northern wards of the 
city and some who are not inclined to accept the 
full import of the statements point out that the war 
registration for the draft exceeded the election Tegis- 
tration, alleged to be padded. They also say that 
under the fluid labor conditions of the present, work- 
ers frequently change both the place where they 
lodge and where they take their meals, and they in- 
quire whether self-confessed repeaters and sellers of 
their votes make the most desirable kind of witnesses. 

Nevertheless, these charges touch Missouri in the 
most vital of all spots. Take in connection with 
known conditions in St. Louis, which the alleged 
fraudulent methods in Kansas City—assuming their 
truth and allowing for the difference in population— 
may almost be said to equal, they present an issue that 
outweighs any other demanding a decision from the 
Missouri public. 

For what issue of different nature can be said to 
have any importance, in a comparative sense, when 
the verdict on it is capable of distortion or complete 
reversal by dishonesty in the election system? 

Mr. Hyde says he holds no brief for St. Louis, 
adding an inquiry to Gov. Gardner as to whether 
fraud and corruption for Republican benefit in St. 
Louis justify fraud and corruption for Democratic 
benefit in Kansas City. 

Let us be glad that Mr. Hyde holds no brief for 
St. Louis in the matter of election crookedness. No 
man of right standards, solicitous for the good opin- 
ion of his fellow citizens, could hold a brief for our 
election thieves. 

If the allegations respecting Kansas. City rest. on 
circumstances susceptible of explanation in part and 
on none too credible testimony, those respecting St. 
Louis rest on the ascertained facts of an incontestable 
judicial finding. 

Apparently only one precinct of Kansas City ap- 
proximates the trained ease and sophistication and 
decisive scale in results shown by very many precincts 
in St. Louis. For why should 40 or other number of 
repeaters incur the laborious ordeal and risk of de- 
tection involved in voting 37 or 47 or other number 
of times, when the same net results can be obtained 
in a few minutes by half a dozen crooked precinct 
judges falsifying the count of legal votes? Why the 
trouble of colonizing ineligible voters? 

If on an election board equally divided between the 
two parties, two Democratic Commissioners in Kan- 
sas City block a majority vote for purging the regis- 
tration lists, we know what two Republican Commis- 
sioners in St. Louis did in the case of the petitions 
for the recall of Mayor Kiel and in other cases. The 
responsibility for reappointing precinct judges who 
had served when the Newell-Slater frauds were being 
perpetrated is as yet unapportioned as between the 
Republican and Democratic Commissioners of §&t. 
Louis. 

Mr. Hyde promises, if elected, to prosecute the eleo- 
tion thieves. Mr. Atkinson, who is already pledged 
to new and better election and primary laws, should 
give the same assurance. Undoubtedly the election 
crooks are more numerous and the vitiation of pop- 
ular expressions more widespread than the average 
Missourian imagines. They should be pursued relent- 
lessly. 

As an important issue of the campaign this issue 
should command anxious attention and vigorous 
action from honest voters. 
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PRINT PAPER AND THS TARIFF. 

Print paper is said to be selling for 3 cents a pound 
in Germany, which is about the price American pub- 
lishers paid in the dear, dead days beyond recall. It 
is reported, too, that a German manufacturer has con- 
tracted to ship 300 carloads to the United States if 
he can get an export permit from his Government. 

Assuming the permit to be granted and assuming, 
too, that German manufacturers can furnish great 
quantities of this product for the American market, 
what is going to become of the dizzy profits which 
American and Canadian paper manufacturers have 
become accustomed to? 

The question is one that is likely to ruffle the 
serenity of Mr. Harding’s tariff philosophy. For Mr. 
Harding, as a publisher himself, has felt the pressure 
of paper bills, and personal interest in the circum- 
stances runs beligerently counter to his party's doc- 
trine. 

The tariff is a plausible villain until you catch him 
shoving his predatory hand into your own pocket.
